One of the requirements of the 
bid process is to document capability in this 
form of work. We could supply you directly 
with some names and telephone numbers 
of clients and would that work. We do not 
want to actually list this information on the 
proposal. 
 

All materials required in the request for proposal 
must be included for consideration.  If Respondent 
believes that any information in its proposal 
should be treated as confidential, that material 
shall be clearly marked. The Town shall endeavor 
to protect confidential materials from disclosure 
to non-town employees to the extent required by 
State or Federal law. In no event will the Town be 
responsible for the inadvertent disclosure of your 
response to this RFP. 

The RFP states that the vehicle required 
under coating, if we are not able to provide 
under coating will that disqualify us? 
 
Article XIII No Interest to be paid – am I 
correct to understand that these leases are 
to be structure without charging an interest 
rate? 
 

Yes, you would be disqualified if there was no 
undercoating. 
 
Interest (if any) must be built in to the total 
proposal pricing.  No additional interest 
charges/costs will be considered. 

 
What is the fleet size of Town of Vernon? 
 

The bid is for a total of 5 vehicles.
